Among tire gratifying features of the 
times, we notice that our mechanics are 
generally all employed at good wages. We 
are told by a very competent authority that 
he does not know of a carpenter, mason, or 
plasterer unemployed, and that there are 
very few laborers in the place who have not 
steady work. The wages these classes are 
getting are very good indeed for the times. 
Mitsons and plasterers get $<5 a day ; car- 
penters, SI; and laborers, S3. At these 
rates a large and rapid fortune may not he 
easily made; but in a young and growing 
country like ours, where there ate daily 
opportunities to make small and good in- 
vestments, or where money loaned will 
command f rom one to two and a half per 
cent, per month, such wages and steady em- 
ployment will enable the industrious and 
frugal to amass within a brief period a very 
handsome sum indeed. Improvements of a 
very substantial character are going on to 
all parts of the town; a general confidence 
in the stability and prospects of the place 
prevails, and real estate has an upward ten- 
dency. , 

An opinion is gaining ground m well-in- 
formed circles that between now and spring 
some very heavy transactions will be done 
in town property. The troubled state of 
affairs in the States is having a tendency to 
turn the attention of capitalists in California 
to these colonies, mid to Victoria as their 
commercial emporium ; whilst the golden 
intelligence, demonstrated by nuggets Irorn 
Cariboo, which is now being spread abroad, 
cannot do otherwise than attract capital and 
population.

Committee on the Admiralty. 
The Committee resumed its silting. Ad- 
miral Duncombe in the chair. The other 
members present were Admiral Sir M. Sey- 
mour, Sir 11. Willnughby, Sir V. Baring, Mr. 
Corry, Lord C. Paget, Mr. Beamish, Mr 
Finhtv, Mr. Phillips, Mr. Liddell, Mr. Clay, 
Mr. Whilebread, and Mr. Stunsfield. 

Captain Sullivan, C. 15., was examined at 
some length. He in reply to Admiral Dun- 
combe, said — I was in command of a ship 
iu the Baltic during the Russian war, ami 
joined the fleet under Sir Charles Napier. 
I was on the coast of England when the 
Fleet was manned; I saw the Fleet only 
afier it got from ihe Baltic. There is no 
doubt that tbe whole of the ships that hud 
been in commission were fairly manned. I 
think Ihe st tie of the Fleet proved that we 
had not the means of lilting out aiv.ir Fieec 
for an emergency. There was no reserve 
whatever, excepting n small Coast Guard, 
many of whom worn too old to serve, and a 
few pensioners who were unfit lor service. For 
three months tho ships were not lit. lo have 
gone into action, The captain ol the lust 
ship which was commissioned, and which 
was too late to go out, told me that she would 
not have been lit to go into action for six 
mouths. So long as wo adopt the system 
which then prevailed lor manning tbe fleet 
we shall be in great danger in the event of a 
sudden war with a great maritime power. 
Had we gone to war then against Russia and 
France combined, tiller ruin would have 
followed, Our only safety during iho Rus- 
sian war d ponded on our screw-ships, a 
number of which had been constructed a 
year or two previously. These vessels pre- 
vented the Russian tleet from coming out. 
Of tho sixteen or seventeen lilie-ol'-battle 
ships, 11 or 112 were screws eight or nine oi 
which were tolerably well manned. I con- 
sider some enactment by the Legislature 
absolutely necessary to procure a sufficient 
supply ol men for the navy. I believe we 
might secure the service of a valuable 
class ol men without costing the country 
one farthing. 1 have several times sug- 
gested the plan to the Admirably, and 
is so simple and so little liable to objeo 
tioti that 1 am surprised that it has nut 
been adopted. In addition to ihe ordinary 
coastguard service, there are nearly 3UU0 
Naval situations under the Crown that our 
seamen are the must competent to fill — thai 
our best seamen would be willing to take as 
a reward for good service, on condition ot 
being liable to setve when called upon to uo 
So, I believe the only reason that plan has 
not been acted on is that these situations 
have been given as rewards to the hnv. r 
class voters in boroughs, and that it has been 
found impossible to act again M the Treasury j 
influence and keep these Mtua ions for our 
Beamen.
